GasHINcTON, February 25.—{Special.}—For 
geyeral days speculation as to the secretaryship 
ofthe treasury has been suspended, bat tonight 
it is revived. and Speaker Carlisle looms up as 
a bigger favo:ite than ever. An intimate 
friend of Sir. arlisle told mea few moments 
ago that the office was certainly to be tendered 
to the speaker, and that he would aecept it. 
While the question is still involved in a degree 
of uneertainty, Mr. Carlisle is the man who is 
generally locked upon in Washington as the 
next secretary of the treasury. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 

The president's intimations today that ho 
would not call an extra session of the senate 
indicates that he means to cend in the nomina- 
tion of rei!road commissioners early next 
week. Among the thousand applicants, it is 
impossible fo name any one man whois rea- 
sonably sure of appointment, and the nomina- 
ited with great anxiety. Sena- 
tors Brown ard Colquitt called on the presi- 
dent this morning, to urge agiin the appoiat- 
ment of ex-Governor Smith, of Georgia. 

THE RETALIATION BILL. 

The senate has refused to agree to the house 
bill for retaliation against Canada in case our 
fishery rights fare not properly respected. he 
senate bill only refers to the fisheries in ques- 
tion. Which does not amount to much,'so far as 
any section except New Evgland is concerned, 
The house bill proposes to place in the hands 
of the president the pewer to prohibit all Ca- 
nedian traffic in this country, whether by 
wateror rail. Senator Gorman proposed this 
expedient to Senator Ingalls just after he made 
his famous fre eating speech, in which he de- 
clared be was ready to fight Great Britain 
single banded and alone with his omnipoteut 
jaw, but the war-like senator 
and his bellicose coadjutor. Senator 
Frye, of Meine, refused to support a plan 
which neant business. Their plan was to 
talk forceably and to act mildly. The house 
bill virtually embodies the ideas advanced by 
Sevaior Go:man in the senate debate. It is 
practica), 21 d insures the protection of all our 
tights on land and sea by Canada. The senate, 
under the lead of Admiral Ingalls and Major- 
General frye, promptly refused to agree to the 
house bill, and the matter is still in conference. 

THE BILL SIGNED, 

Teday the president signed the bill appropri- 
ating one Lundred and fifty thousand dollars 
for a public building at Augusta. Congressman 
Barncs is the happiest manin Washington to- 
night. Why should he not be? This bill has 
been before the house foreight years, and at 
last he has scececded in getting it through. 
He has worked for it with a skill and energy 
that descrved the success which has 
crowned his efforts. From the momeat the 
bill was introduced until the moment the 
president's signature was affixed to it, this 
faithful representative has watched it and 
worked for it with heroic zeal. If his people 
knew how much work he had expended on this 
bill, ard how ably he had conducted it through 
ali stages, they would understand how good a 
congressman they have. The Augusta public 
building, no matter how beautifui it may be, 
will be incomplete unless it has a statue of 
Major Barnes on top of it. 
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FACIFIC RAIJ ROADS. 


The Senate Passes a Substitute forthe House 
Inquiry Bill, 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The resolution 
cifered yesterday by Mr. Edmunds in the sen- 
ate, clecting Senator Ingalls president pro 
tempore, to take the eflice at 1 o'clock tomor- 
row afternoon, at which time the resignation 
of Mr. Sherman takes effect, was placed before 
the senate. 

Mr. Cockreil moved to amend by substitat- 
ing the name of Senator Harris. 

The amendment was rejected—yeas 26, nays 
o9, a stri-t party vote, Mr. Riddleberger 
voting with the republicans, and the resolu- 
tien was acopted without division. 

The reselution offered yesterday by Mr. Hoar 
(‘hrt nos then read,) declaring as the judgment 
of the senate that, under the present circum- 
stances no investigation should be undertaken 
with Great Britain in regard to existing diffi- 
culties with the Canadian provinces, having for 
iis object a change or abolition of any existing 
duties On imports, was taken up. 

Aftera long discussion the resolution 
referred to the finance committee. 

The resolution offered by Mr. VanWyck yes- 
terday preposing a constitutional ameadment 
for the elect.on of senators by the direct vote 
of the people, was taken up, and Mr. VanaWyck 
addressed the senate in favor of it. 

A message was submitted from the president 
vetoing the bill for the erection of a postoftice 
building at Lynn, Mass.,on the ground that 
there was no necessity for an expenditure of 
$100,000 or any other sum, to meet the postal 
wants of the government at that point. 

The consularand diplomatic appropriation 
bill was reported from the appropriations com- 
mittee. 

The bill has been changed by the committee 
so as to be practically similar to the law for the 
present year. : 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the pleuro-pneumonia bill, the pending ques- 
tion being on the amendment offered yester- 
day by Mr. Vest, requiring the assent of the 
authorities ofa state before a cattle commission 
can operate therein} 

It was rejected— yeas 26, nays 21. 

Mr. Edmunds then offered, as a substitute 
for the bill, a bill appropriating one million 
dollars to be expended under the direction of 
the president of the United States, and in his 
discretion, through the commissioner of agri- 
culture, to sid the proper authorities of the 
several states in preventing the spread of the 
disease commonly known as pleuro pneumonia 
among cattle, the appropriation to expire at 
the end of two years.

The House Anxious to Get Through With 
Them. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The speaker 
laid before the bouse a message from the sen- 
ate announcing the passage by that body, over 
the president's veto, of the bill of relief of 
Thomas H. Hopkins. The bill and the pre3i- 
dent’s message were referred to the committee 
on invalid pensions. 

Mr. Hatch asked unanimous consent that the 
house non-coneur in the senate amendments to 
the bill creating a department of agriculture

Mr. Morrison, of Illinois, objected, and the 
bill was referred to the committee on agricul- 
tlre.

He 
atked the rig bt of way from now on for appro- 
triation bills and he boped that the chair 
would not recegnize a gentleman to movea 
suspension of the rules untilthese bills had 
becn disposed of. 

Mr. Hatch suggested that after the reading 
of the jcurmal, it wa3 in order for any member 
to seeure the floor to suspend the rules. 

The epeaker stated that during the last six 
days of the session it was in order for a geatle- 
men to makeasuspension of the rules at any 
iime when he could get the floor for that pur- 
pose. Butthe matter of recognition rested 
cutirely in the discretion of the chair. 
this stage of the session the chair thought it 
to be his duty to give the right-of-way to ap- 
propriation bills which must be passed in or- 
derto avoid an extra session. The chair, 
therefore, would not enter into the general 
business of recognition of motions to suspend 
the rules until appropriation bills were dis :03ed 
of. Butthe chair having recognized the gen- 
tieman from Missouri, the motion of that gen- 
tleman was uow in order. The bill was then 
read, 

Mr. ONeill, of Missouri, said that the house 
in its wisdem had blended the two subjects of 
agriculture and labor. The moment abill was 
presented with “Cowprint”’ upon it, it was 
passed; but when the committee on labor en- 
ceavored to sccure-actions upon bills relating 
to Jaborit was met with objections. He ‘pro- 
tested against this unfair treatment and at 
every opportunity be would ask the house to 
vote down these unfortunate men who were 
1uining themselves by objections. 

Mr. Hatch’s motion to suspend the rules and 
pass the bill was agreed t0}—152 to 12.

Mr. Townshend submitted a conference re- 
port on the invalid pension appropriation bill, 
and it was egreed to. 

‘The only points of dfference wereia regard 
to the provisionsfor offices of pension agents. 
As agreed to the bill appropriates $20,00) for 
the rent of such offices and requires the secre- 
tary of the treasury to furnish quarters in pub- 
lic buildings for the occupancy of pension 
agents when possible. | ; 

Private business having been dispoensed 
with the house went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. McCreary in the chair, on the-na- 
val] appropriation bill. 

The committee after debate, adopted an 
amerdmentappropriating $200,000 for repairs 
to the Hartford, Kearsage, Trenton, Swatara, 
Thetis, Nipsica, Richmoed and Enterprise.

THE EARTH SHAKES AGAIN IN 
SOUTHERN BUROPE.

Cfficiel List Killed end Injured by Wednesdsy¥ 
Barthquake~— Incidents of the Terror ~The Fat! 
of a House Where a Dance Was Progress- 
iog~All the Dancers Eiled. 


Rome, Febrnary 25—Another earthquake 
shock was felt in Nice this morning. Tho 
disturbanee was slight. The following 
official list of killed and wound- 
ed has been prepared: Bajordo three hundred 
killed and wounded; Diano Mariana, two hun- 
dred aud fifty killed and injured; Bressano 
fifty killed and thirty-six injured; Diane Cas- 
tello thirty killed; Castellano thirty killed 
and many wounded. The number of persons 
killed is less than was supposed. It is esti- 
wated that in the province of Porto Maurizio 
five bundred avd seventy were killed and one 
hur dred and fifty-six injured. In the province 
of Genoa thirty-four wero killed and thirty- 
seven injured. Bajordo and Diano Mariana 
were the only places destroyed. Cervo was 
only partially damsged. Churchesat Bajordo, 
Castellaro and Aurige were thrown down by 
the shock. 

In the depertment of Var, walls of houses 
and churcbes were eracked. No lives were 
lost. At Nice and Cannes the panic is subsid- 
ing and inhabitants, who have been camping 
cut, are returning to their homes, Yesterday's 
shock dislodged the arches of the cathedral 
church of the Conception at Nice. 

DEATH AT THE BALL. 

Dispatches from Genoa say that the popu- 
lace slept out doors last night. Many persons 
went on board ships in the harbor, and 20,000 
fled from the city by rail. 

At a house near Diaro, Masion, a ball was 
preceeding when the shock came. The build- 
ing was completely wrecked, and a terrible 
loes of life resulted. Dancers lay dead in heaps 
upon the ground. Many of the houses destroy- 
ed had large tanks underneath, which were 
filied with new olive oil, intended for exporta- 
tion to France and Germany.

Negroes Threatened to Massacre the Whife,' 
Uniess Prisoners Were Keleased. 


WasnincTon, February 25.—John H. Rob- 
ér's, white, was sworn and examined by the 


| Texas investigating committee this morning. 


He dercribed the condition of affairs in Wash- 
ington county, previous to the formation of 
the people’s ticket. Nota single republican 
had held a money office in the county sincs 
the war who had not been accused of stealing 
the public money. Witness is a voter atGrab- 
all. After the killing of Bolton, on: election 
day last November, there was great excitement. 
On the Sunday following negroes collected at 
EBably’s church, two miles from Graball, and 
were so much excited over the arrest of their 
fellows, who were accused of the killing, 
that they would not go into the church, 
but remained ontside “caucusing” among 
themselves. They made threats that if the 
arrested negroes were not released within a 
certain time they would unite and massacre 
the whites. The whites in the neighborhood 
are out numbered about six to one by the 
blacks and are completely at their merey. In 
consequence of these threats, the whites held a 
meeting and witness, as secretary of the meet- 
ing, telegraphed to the sheriffat Breuham to 
The 
sheriff came with seventeen or eighteen men. 
The whites armed and organized and rode out 
to meet the sheriff. After consultation, they

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OWENS NOT GUILTY. - 


Linder the Shadow of the Gallows He 
Free.

At 9 o’clock this morning the jury, in Tom 
Owens’s case, filed in the criminal court room 
and upon being asked if they had agreed upon 
a verdict, replied that they found the defend. 
ant “not guilty.” Judge Ridley told Tom 
Owens that he was discharged and Tem left 
the railing a free man. The crime of which 
Owens was aceused was being the accomplice 
of Meyer Moskovitz, in the murder of Meyer 
Friedman, on Saturday night, April 12, 1934, 
at the footof the steps leading to Friedman’s 
rooms, over Arge’s fish store, in Cherry street, 
in black bottom. Mrs. Friedman heard her 
husband’s agonizing cry, and raising the win- 
dow of her room, gave the alarm. Some men 
ren to open the door of the hallway and found 
alergerock propped against the door. - By 
main force it was removed, the door broken 
down and lriedman found mortally wounded. 
Fe was terribiy chepped up bya hatchet. The 
hatchet was identitied as belonging to Mosko- 
vitz. Friedman dicd ion a few days after he 
wes so terribly butcher<d. 

Two weeks before the crime was committed 
Moskovitz secured the release of Tom Owens 
who was confined at the county farm. Owens 
wes taken by Moskovitz and given employ- 
ment. After the crime was committed, Owens 
could not be found. The detectives searched 
in vain for him, andit was not until May, 1335, 
that he was captured, at Natchez, Miss. In 
the meantime Moskovitz was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for life. Owens was tried in the 
criminal court and sentenced tobe hanged. 
An appeal was taken to the supreme court, 
where he secured a reversal. Connsel has 
been employed to investigate the Moskovitz 
case, With a view of securing his release from 
penitentiary. It is thought by many that he 
cau be freed. The murderof Frigdman was 
one of the most atrociouscrimes ever commit- 
tcd in this city, and was the cutgrowth of the 
affection which Moskovitz had for Friedman’s 
Wiie.

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A DECISION ON THE BOYCOTT. 


Judge Brown, of the United States Court, 

om the Old Domision Sait, 

New York, February 25.—Judge Brows 
today in the United States cireuit court handed 
down his decision in the suit of the Old Do- 
minion Steamshi oT against John J. Mc- 
Kenna, James E. Qu and others, of the 
Ocean association, on a motion to have the de- 
fendants discharged from arrest. Sait was 
bropght to recover $20,000 damages, alleged 
to have been sustained by the company through 
the unlawful action of defendants in the re- 
cent strike of ‘longshoremen and in their at- 
teinpt to place a boycott on the company ia its 
ht siness as @ common carrier. The defendants 
are cut on dail. The defense 
thet the material facts in the complaint 
were furnished on information and belief only 
without particularsand that the defendaats 
weie aciing within their legal rights. 

Judge Brown reviews the charge and de- 
cides that the material points are stated posi- 
tively and that the course of information are 
st ficiently indicated; that the facts stated in 
complsint and affidavits constitute a legal 
cause for action against all the defendants and 

he motion todischarge from arrest is denied. 

Judge Brown gives the following reasons: 

1. The plaintiffs are engaged in the legal callin 
of common Ccariers, which requires the empley- 
ment of numerous workmen. who are asserted to 
bave been employed at just and satisfactory wages. 

2. The defendants were not in the employ of the 
compeny end had no legal jurisdiction to interfere 
in the mere question of wees It is charged that 
they incited the employes of the company, both in 
this city and in southern ports, to quit work ina 
body to inflict damage upon the business of plaint- 
iff until the demands of defendants should be 
granted, which plaintiff was under noobligation 
todo. The procurement of employes to leave work 
was toinflictinjury upon the business of the com- 
byny and was not justifiable; thereby,in law,wasa 
malicious and illegal interference with the busi- 
ness of the company, which was actionable. 

3. After the strike defendants placed a boycott 
on the business of the company,interfering with its 
busibess a8 Common carriers and tried to deter 
cthers trom doing business with the plaintiff to 
the jatter’s damage. These acts were not merely 
illegal, but also misdemeanors in common law as 
well as by section 168 of the penal code. 

In the fourth place Judge Brown goes on to 
to say: 

Associations have no more right to inflict inju- 
ries upon others than individuals have. All com- 
binations and associations, designed toe coerce 
workmen to become members of or to interfere 
with, obstruct, vex or annoy them in working, or 
in obtaining work, because they are not members, 
or in order to induce them to become members or 
designed to prevent employers from mak- 
ing a me iscrimination, the ) 
to skilifml and _  unskillful, to diligent 
and lazy—to efficient and inefficient, and all asso- 
ciations designed to interfere with the perfect free- 
dom of employers in the proper management and 
control of their lawful business; or to dictate in 
aby particular the terms upon which their busi- 
ness shall be conducted, by means of threats of in- 
jury or loss, by interference with their property or 
traffie, or with their lawful employment of other 
persons, or designed to abridge any of these r 
are illegal combinations or associations; and al 
acts Gone in furtherance of such intentions by such 
means and accompanied by damage, are actiona- 
ble. There ie no doubt concerning the plaintiff's 
legal rights assheould debar it from the usual rem- 
edy.

The darky crawled down to the officer and 
then, side by side, the officer and his prisoner 
crawled out. Wyatt was conducted to the city

SHALL AMERICAN FORESTS BE 


> PROTECTED? 
ee 
Mr. Bidney Root, Who At:ended the Foresty Conven- 
tion, Talks 4bout His Trip—Se Marshalls Some 
Factsand Figures- A Visit to Ex-Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis at His Home. 


Mr. Sidney Root, one of the Geirgia dele- 
gates tothe Southern Foresty convention, at 
De Funiak Springs, Fla., has returned to At- 
lanta, He is chokefal of enthusiasm about his 
trip and talks entertainingly about the conven- 
tion. Yesterday afternoon a reporter of Tue 
CONSTITUTION met Mr. Root and asked: 

“Mr. Root, ] believe you were a delegate to 
the late Southern Foresty congress, at‘ De 
Funiak Springs, Fla. What about it? What 
was done?” - 

“Yes, Governor Gordon kindly made mea 
delegate, with several other excellent men, to 
represent Georgia at De Funiak. O/ the twelve 
who were appointed, but three delegates were 
present—Hon. C. R. Pringle, (speaker of our 
house of representatives) M. M. Folsom, of Ma- 
con, and myself—one of whom at least, Mr. 
Pringle, did full credit to his state. Seventeen 
states were represented, and the United States 
government sent Gown the chief ofthe foresty 
bureau—Mr. Fernow, avery learned man in 
the tree business, who gave us more informa- 
tion about Sylivaculiture than we ever had 
before. 

“How was that?’ 

“First, thatthe saw mills of the country, 
with their present capacity could condemn 
every footof mercantile timber in Georgia in 
twelve months, and seemed that while we 
wele destroying our trees as fast as our axes 
could work, the people of Iowa, Illinois, 
Nebraska, Wisconsin and other western and 
northern states were planting many millions 
of ficsh trees—to repair the useless waste in 
our own country. Even in old Scotland the 
Duke of Athel has planted on his estate of 
18 COO acres, 27,000,000 Scotch larch trees. This 
is one of the most Jvaluable of trees “for build- 
ing purposes,and Iam going totry to propa- 
gate them in Georgia. 

“How are you going to reform this matter?” 

“Public spirited people all over the state, 
alarmed at the probable destruction of our for- 
ests and the consequent desolation of the 
country, has organized two great societies, 
the American Forestry con zress, which includes 
Canada, and the Southern Forestry congress, 
which held a recent session at DeFuniak. 

‘These societies propose to, first,influence the 
gencral governnmieut to protect the forests on 


/the public lands, to plant trees on the govern- 


ment reservations, and to collect and. diffuse 
Information for the general weltare; second, to 
arcuse a sound public sentiment among the 
people of the diilerent states, and secure legis- 
lation to prevent the wholesale slaughter of 
cur own forests. The state cof New York now 
appropriates $55,000 annually to protect the 
trecs in the Adirondack region and prevent the 
diying up of the Hudson river, 
In Germany over 2,900 books have been pub- 
lished on this subject, and Spain, Italy, France 
and Geimany have special s:hools supported 
by the state for giving instruction in this 
matter.” 

“Anything e'se?” 

“Why, I could talk for a day on this subject, 
but I wil! only say thatthe next annual meet- 
ing will be held in Hentsville, Ala., and in 
about two years an international! congress will 
be held in Atlanta. By the liberality of a 
Kentucky delegate Mr. Pringle’s admirable 
address will be published. Trees for all the 
states and territories were planted at De 
Funiak. The (Georgia tree was dedicated by 
President Pringle to the memory of Governor 
A. H. Stephens, and a special tree and olive 
was by request dedicated by myself to Henry 
Grady.’ | 

“Did you see Mr. Davis during your trip ?” 

“Yes; 1 had been often invited to visit Mr. 
Davis at Beauvoir, and while I was in Mobile I 
found I could run over there and return in time 
for our meeting. It wasan extremely inter- 
esting and pleasant visit. In my dayI have 
known many great men in America and in 
Europe, but I do not recall any one who has so 
impressed meas Jefferson Davis.”’ 

* How is his health?’ 

“Well, he is 78 years old. His campaigns in 
Florida and Mexico, his work in the war office 
inder Pierce and his imprisonment in Fortre:s 

fonroe, have left their marks on him; but he 
attendstoa vast correspondence witb much 
greater skill than you or I could,” 

“What about Miss Winnie ?” 

“Miss Winnie came back from her triumphal 
noithern tour while I was there, bringing Dr. 
and Mrs. Emory, of Syracuse, N. Y., with her. 
She is certainly oneof the most charming 
young women I have ever seen.”’ 

“What of Mr. Davis's financial condition?” 

“That isa matter about which I instituted no 
inquiries, but from an artist from Richmond. 
who was painting his portrait, I got the impres- 
sion that he was comparatively poor. The 
estate at Beauvoir is simply a residence on the 
edge of the gulf, and isabsolutely unproductive. 
He has thé Brierfield plantation. on the Missis- 
sippi, which, last year at least, hardly supported 
itself, and I doubt if he has any invested 
funds. Of couse, with the company he has, 
etc., his yearly expenses must be heavy. But 
I conjecture tbat it would not be pleasant to 
sugg¢st anything like pecuniary assistance. 
He is one of the most gentle, high-bred, cour- 
teous aud accomplished men I have ever seen.”

| SHALL AMERICAN FORESTS BE 


° PROTECTED? 
—— 

Mr. Bidney Root, Who At:ended the Foresty Conven- 
tiom, Talks About His Trip—Be Marshalls Some 
Factsacd Figures-A Visit to Ex-Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis at His Home. 


Mr. Sidney Root, one ofthe Geirgia dele- 
gates tothe Southern Foresty convention, at 
De Funiak Springs, Fla., has returned to At- 
lanta. He is chokefal of enthusiasm about his 
trip and talks entertainingly about the conven- 
tion. Yesterday afternoon a reporter of Tur 
CONSTITUTION met Mr. Root and asked: 

“Mr. Root, 1 believe you were a delegate to 
the late Southern Foresty congress, at* De 
Funiak Springs, Fla. What about it? What 
was done?” 4 

“Yes, Governor Gordon kindly made mea 
delegate, with several other excellent men, to 
represent Georgia at De Funiak. O/ the twelve 
who were appointed, but three delegates were 
present—Hon. C. R. Pringle, (speaker of our 
house of representatives) M. M. Folsom, of Ma- 
con, and myself—one of whom at least, Mr. 
Pringle, did full credit to his state. Seventeen 
states were represented, and the United States 
government sent down the chief ofthe foresty 
bureau—Mr. Fernow, avery jiearned man in 
the tree business, who gave us more informa- 
tion about Sylivaculture than we ever had 
befere, 

“How was that?’ 

“Tirst, thatthe saw mills of the country, 

with their present capacity could condemn 
every footof mercantile timber in Georgia in 
twelve months, and seemed that while we 
wee destroying our trees as fast as our axes 
could work, the people of Iowa, Illinois, 
Nebraska, Wisconsin and other western and 
northern states were planting many millions 
of ficsh trees—to repair the useless waste in 
our own country. Even in old Scotland the 
Juke of Athol has planted on his estate of 
18 COO acres, 27,000,000 Scotch larch trees. This 
is one of the most valuable of trees “for build- 
ing purposes,and lam going totry to propa- 
gate them in Georgia. 

“How are you going to reform this matter?” 

“Public spirited people all over the state, 
alarmed at the probable destruction of our for- 
ests and the consequent desolation of the 
country, has organized two great societies, 
the American Forestry conzress, which includes 
Canada, and the Southern Forestry congress, 
which held a recent session at DeFuniak. 

“These secicties propose to, first,influence the 
gencral government to protect the forests on 


Athe public lands, to plant trees on the govern- 


ment reservations, and to collect and diffuse 
Information for the general weliare; second, to 
arouse a sound public sentiment among the 
people of the diilerent states, and secure legis- 


lation to prevent the wholesale slaughter of 
cur own forests. The state of New York now 


appropriates $55,000 annnally toe protect the 
trecs in the Adirondack region and prevent the 
dying up of the Hudson river, 
In Germany over 2,000 books have been pub- 
lished on this suhjecs, and Spain, Italy, France 
and Gexmany have special s:hools supported 
by the state for giving instruction in this 
matter.” 

“Anything e'se ?”’ 

“Why, 1] conid talk for a day on this subject, 
but I wil! only say thatthe next annual meet- 
ing will be held in Huntsville, Ala., and in 
about two years an internationa! congress will 
be held m Atlanta. By the liberality of a 
Kentucky delegate Mr. Pringle’s admirable 
address will be published. Trees for all tine 
states and territories were planted at De 
Funiak. The Georgia tree was dedicated by 
President Pringle to the memory of Governor 
A. H. Stephens, and a special tree and olive 
was by request dedicated by myself to Henry 
Grady.’’ 

“Did you see Mr. Davis during your trip ?”’ 

“Yes; 1 had been often invited to visit Mr. 
Davis at Beauvoir, and while I was in Mobile I 
found I could run over there and return in time 
for our meeting. It wasan extremely inter- 
esting and pleasant visit. In my dayI have 
known many great men in America and iu 
Europe, but I do not recall any one who has so 
impressed meas Jefferson Davis.” 

* How is his health?” 

“Well, he is 78 years old. His campaigns in 
Florida and Mexico, his work in the war office 
under Pierce and his imprisonment in Fortre:’s 
Monroe, have left their marks on him: but he 
attendstoa vast correspondence witb much 
greater skill than you or I could,” 

“What about Miss Winnie?” 

“Miss Winnie came back from her triumphal 
noithern tour while I was there, bringing Dr. 
and Mrs. Emory, of Syracuse, N. Y., with her. 
She is certainly oneof the most charming 
young women I have ever seen.” 

“What of Mr. Davis's financial condition?” 

“That isa matter about which I instituted no 
inquiries, but.from an artist from Richmond. 
who was painting his portrait, I got the impres- 
sion that he was comparatively poor. The 
estate at Beauvoir is simply a residence on the 
edge of the gulf, and is absolutely unproductive. 
He has thé Brierfield plantation. ou the Missis- 
sippi, which, last year at least, hardly supported 
itself, and 1] doubt if he has any invested 
funds. Of cou:se, with the company he has, 
etc., his yearly expenses must be heavy. But 
I conjecture tbat it would not be pleasant to 
suggest anything like pecuniary assistance. 
He is one of the most gentle, high-bred, cour- 
teous aud accomplished men I have ever seen.”

The man is wanted in Anniston, Ala, 

Just before twelve o’clock yesterday an At- 
lant gentleman entered the city prison, and 
calling Chief Connolly aside, said: 

“T have just come in from Anniston, and on 
the train following me are two negroes, man 
and wife, named Emory. The manis Wanted 
in Anniston for murder, and if you wll send 
a man out on the Georgia Pacific train until he 
meets the incoming train at Chattahoochee 
river, he can catch them both without any 
trouble. If they ever get to town they will 
be hard to catch, as they are well posted.” 

The gentleman then gave the chief an accu- 
rate description of the pair. Patrolmau Hitson 
was at the prison and was at once ordored to 
catch the cutgeing train and arrest the parties 
if he could find them. The two trains met at 
the river, and in a minute after they came 
alongside of each other the officer sprang upon 
the incoming train. Immediately after the 
train started Patrolman Hitson went through 
the cars, looking for the man and woman. Ina 
the second-class coach he feund a pair suiting 
the description, and wa!king up to them said to 
the man: 

“Hello, Burke. How are you?’ 

The officer was notin uniform and spoke in 
such @ manner as induced the negro to think 
that he had met an old friend. 

“T can’t reeall you,” raid Emory after some 
minutes. 

“Well you ought to kuow me, Burke,” 
the officer. 

‘"Spects I ought, 
ero. 

“Well, Burke, I want you,” said the officer, 
feeling satisfied that he had the right man. 
‘Your name is Burke Emory and I have a war- 
rant for you.” . 

“No, you's mistaken, boss,’ said the negro: 
By name ain't Burke Emory. My name is 
Jobn Burke.’ 

“All right, Vil take charge of you,’ said the 
oilicer, drawing a pair of handcuffs from his 
a cket. “Hold out your hands, both of 
vou, 

“I don't see what right you have got to ar- 
rest me on a train.”’ 

The officer paid no attention to the negro’s 
protest, and in a few seconds had the man and 
wife chained together. He then took a seat 
near by and watched them until the train 
reached Atlanta. At the union passenger de- 
pot the policeman and the prisoners ~ -re met 
by the chief and the gentlemin -vho vorted 
the matter. The gentleman identified L1egro 
and they were conducted to the ci cigon, 
searched and locked up. At the p: they 
both de.icd the name given them, with- 
out accomplishing any good. Immediately 
after the key was turned upon the pair, Chief 
Connolly seut a telegram to the chief of police 
at Anniston, asking him if the negroes were 
wanted. Late last night an answer was re- 
ceived asking the chief to hold the negroes 
u} ti] an ‘alliee: could come for them. 

The negrocs decline to talk, furcher than to 
say that they do not know fur what they have 
been arrested. They both deny knowing any- 
thing about any murder.
